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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OP  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Gilmanton  School  Board : 

This,  my  eighth  annual  report  as  superintendent  of 
schools,  will,  besides  dealing  with  the  usual  statistics, 
discuss  briefly  our  most  fundamental  current  educational 
problem:   **How  to  make  the  school  fit  the  child." 

In  the  early  history  of  the  human  race  all  education 
was  informal,  each  child  being  handled  as  an  individual, 
but,  as  time  went  on  and  the  possibilities  of  group  in- 
struction were  gradually  realized  and  used,  the  groups 
became  larger  and  the  instruction  more  and  more  formal. 
As  schools  were  developed  the  tendency  was  for  them  to 
become  more  and  more  machine-like.  Probably  all  in- 
structors ihave  always  realized  that  it  was  their  function 
to  train  the  individual  child,  yet  as  the  schools  became 
better  organized  there  was  greater  and  greater  pressure 
upon  them  to  lose  sight  of  the  individual  in  thinking  of 
the  school  and  of  society  as  a  whole.  Often  in  the  past 
have  we  heard  the  expression,  "for  the  good  of  the 
school",  but  in  the  modern  school  wie  think  not  only  of 
it  but  of  the  child.  The  old  school  was  a  passive  one 
whose  function  wash  to  teach  children  to  conform  to 
Society,  but  the  new  school  is  an  active  one  whose  aim  is 
the  maximum  growth  of  individuality.  The  slogan  of 
this  newer  school  is,  "The  School  for  the  Child". 

This  newer  philosophy  of  education  has  marked  effect 
on  methods  of  discipline.  The  older  concept  was  to  ob- 
tain good  conduct  through  autocratic  control ;  the  newer, 
through  self-control.  In  the  old  school  a  child  behaved 
because  he  had  to ;  in  the  new  he  behaves  because  he 
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vxmts  to.  Not  so  many  years  ag'O  a  teacher  was  called 
successful  in  discipline  if  she  "made  them  mind".  To- 
day the  teacher  is  considered  successful  in  discipline  only 
when  she  has  so  influenced  the  children  that  they  want 
to  conduct  themselves  as  they  should. 

In  methods  of  instruction  the  principle  is  the  same — 
it  is  the  teacher's  duty  to  so  handle  the  situation  that 
the  child  will  want  to  learn  because  of  his  natural  or 
cultivated  interests. 

In  choice  of  subject  matter  child  interest  is  again  the 
orienting-  center  of  fche  new  program.  The  interests  of 
the  child  are  used  in  determining  what  shall  be  taught 
at  a  particular  time. 

As  an  illustration,  a  group  of  children  are  taught  to 
exercise  self-control  while  working  together  without  dis- 
turbing others  on  the  problem  of  finding  out  about  the 
regions  around  the  South  Pole  in  order  that  they  may 
write  interesting  letters  to  Rear-Admiral  Byrd.  '  In  this 
setting  they  want  to  behave  because  they  are  happily 
engaged  in  an  interesting  activity.  (Discipline.)  They 
are  interested  in  getting  information  from  papers,  books, 
conversations,  magazines,  snapshots,  and  moving  pictures. 
(Methods  of  Instruction.)  They  learn  about  Antarctica 
when  they  are  interested  in  Byrd  and  his  trip.  (-Subject 
Matter.) 

The  most  conservative  of  the  old  school  believed  only  in 
control;  the  most  radical  of  the  new  school  believe  only 
in  freedom ;  the  ideal  of  the  schools  in  this  town  is  free- 
dom with  control — creative  self-expression  with  tolerant 
understanding.  In  keeping  with  this  newer  ideal  our 
schools  are  being  administered  with  the  realization  on 
the  part  of  superintendent  and  teachers  that  it  is  the 
function  of  these  schools  not  only  to  adjust  the  pupils  to 
the  laws  and  needs  of  society  but  to  develop  to  the  grea!t- 
est  extent  possible  in  each  individual  child  his  Grod-given 
powers  of  self-control,  initiative,  self-expression  and 
creation. 
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Teachers 

During  the  school  year  ending  June  30,  1930,  one 
change  took  place  in  the  teaching  force — Miss  Trudell 
resigning  at  Jones'  Mills  on  account  of  sickness.  Her 
place  was  taken  by  Vivian  C.  McMullen,  a  graduate  of 
Plymouth  Normal  School.  At  the  end  of  the  year  Miss 
McMullen  was  transferred  to  the  Corner  to  take  the  place 
of  Miss  Davis,  the  Jones'  Mills  school  being  closed.  Be- 
cause 'of  the  number  of  small  children  living  near  the 
Potter  school  that  was  opened  and  Mrs.  Edna  P.  Young, 
a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Normal  School,  was  engaged  to 
teach. 

Two  of  Gilmanton's  teachers  again  attended  summer 
school  last  summer :  Beatrice  V.  Carpenter  and  Lena  E. 
Greene.

Eighth  Grade  Tests 

Last  June  all  eighth  grade  pupils  in  this  supervisory 
union  took  standard  tests  in  ten  subjects :  spelling,  read- 
ing, vo'cabulary,  arithmetic  computation,  aritlimetic  rea- 
soning, grammar,  language  usage,  literature,  history  and 
geography.  The  same  tests  were  taken  by  about  23,000 
eighth  grade  pupils  scattered  throughout  thirty-five 
states.  The  median  score  for  this  supervisory  union  was 
136.5  which  was  slightly  higher  than  the  median  for  the 
country  as  a  whole,  135.3,  or  for  New  Hampshire,  133. 
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Promotions 

During  the  year  75  pupils  were  promoted  to  the  next 
grade  and  two  only,  or  2.6  per  cent,  failed  of  promotion. 
As  it  is  usually  expected  that  seven  per  cent  will  not  be 
promoted,  we  can  see  that  the  proportion  of  failures  in 
Gilmanton  last  year  Avas  exceptionally  low.  I  believe 
that  our  efforts  at  individualized  instruction  mentioned 
in  the  first  part  of  this  report  are  largely  responsible  for 
this  unusually  good  record. 

Last  June  all  ten  of  the  eighth  grade  pupils  received 
certificates  of  admission  to  high  school;  Adellman  Ben- 
nett, Ethel  Burres,  Lois  Clifford,  Clarance  Graeme,  Curtis 
McClary,  Arietta  Munsey,  Louise  Rollins,  Helen  Shlaitas, 
Lucille  Stickney  and  Lucy  Stickney.  Four  of  these  ex- 
ceeded the  state-wide  median  on  the  final  tests.  The  list 
of  ,high  school  pupils  given  below  shows  which  of  these 
among  others  went  to  high  school  last  fall. 

Hig-h  School  Pupils 

Fifteen  Gilmanton  pupils,  as  compared  with  nine  last 
year,  enrolled  in  high  schools  at  the  beginning  of  the 
present  school  year.  The  place  of  attendance  of  each  is 
as  follows :

Shlaitas,  and  Bernice  Willard. 

Three  others,  Lois  Clifford,  Curtis  McClary  and  Louise 
Rollins,  are  receiving  secondary  instruction  in  Gilmanton 
schools. 

As  none  of  these  pupils  are  seniors  and  there  are  at 
present  four  in  the  eighth  grade,  it  is  likely  that  there 
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will  be  at  least  as  many  in  high  school  next  year,  so  that 
at  least  $1000  will  be  needed  for  high  school  tuitions. 

Roll  of  Honor 

The  following  five  pupils  were  neither  absent  nor  tardy 
during  the  school  year  ending  June  30,  1930 :  Louis  Cota, 
(2)  Geraldine  Hawkins,  (4)  Irene  Hawkins,  George 
Kelley,  and  Grace  McClary. 

A  figure  in  parenthesis  before  a  pupil's  name  indicates 
the  number  of  consecutive  years  he  has  had  perfect  at- 
tendance. 

One  other  pupil,  Charles  Hawkins,  deserves  mention 
here,  although  he  was  not  registered  in  a  Gilmanton 
school  and  so  is  not  on  the  Gilmanton  official  list  of  pupils 
with  perfect  attendance.  Last  year  at  Pittsfield  High 
School  was  his  fourth  consecutive  year  of  attendance  at 
school  without  being  absent  or  tardy.

The  important  improvements  over  last  year's  figures 
are  the  increase  of  1.24  in  the  percent  of  attendance  and 
of  7.21  in  the  average  number  of  half  days  each  pupil 
was  in  school. 

School  Savings 

In  January,  1931,  school  savings  was  started  at  the 
Kelley's  Corner  and  Smith  Meeting  House  schools.  This 
banking  service  offers  an  excellent  opportunity  for  the 
establishment  of  habits  of  thrift  and  I  hope  that  some- 
time the  service  may  be  available  to  the  children  of  the 
other  schools  but  the  difficulty  of  getting  their  money  to 
the  banks  each  week  is  at  present  an  insurmountable 
obstacle. 

Parents  and  pupils  will  be  interested  to  know  that  al- 
though the  system  has  now  been  in  operation  only  two 
years  the  total  amount  now  on  deposit  to  the  credit  of 
the  560  children  already  in  this  system  is  well  over  $3,000. 
There  is  little  question  that  this  amount  ig  con.siderably 
greater  than  what  Avould  have  been  saved  by  these  chil- 
dren without  school  savings. 

Buildings  and  Equipment 
During  the  past  summer,  as  was  recommended  in  my 
report  last  year, .the  Smith  Meeting  House  schoolhouse 
was  remodeled  to  standardize  the  lighting  by  putting  in 
larger  and  more  Avindows,  building  a  part  partition  to 
shut  off  light  from  the  right,  and  installing  new  shades; 
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a  new  floor  was  laid,  and  the  seating  conditions  were  im- 
proved by  adding  seats  from  unused  schoolhouses.  At 
the  Potter  school  the  roof  was  shingled,  the  toilets  were 
remodeled,  the  walls  and  ceiling  were  patched  and 
painted,  and  seats  from  other  buildings  were  installed. 
Next  summer  this  building  should  be  fixed  to  standardize 
the  lighting  as  has  been  done  at  Kelley's  Corner  and 
Smith  Meeting  House.  It  looks  now  as  if  this  school 
would  be  open  for  several  years  and  so  should  be  brought 
up  to  standard  as  rapidly  as  possible.  New. blackboards 
are  also  needed  at  this  school  and  at  the  Iron  Works. 
As  the  price  of  slate  is  now  so  reasonable,  I  recommend 
the  use  of  that  material. 

During  the  present  year  inexpensive  white  porcelain 
enameled  sinks  and  liquid  soap  dispensers  have  been  in- 
stalled at  each  school.  This  equipment  is  proving  to  be 
exceedingly  helpful  in  establishing  proper  health  habits. 

The  grading  done  in  the  yard  at  the  Iron  Works  school 
has  greatly  improved  its  looks  and  usefulness  and  is  ap- 
preciated by  the  pupils  and  teacher, 

Budg:et 

The  budget  submitted  for  1931-32  has  been  planned 
with  great  care  to  make  the  appropriation  as  small  as  is 
possible  without  sacrificing  the  efficiency  of  the  schools. 
The  amount  being  asked  for  is  $677  less  than  what  was 
raised  last  year  and  is  the  least  that  is  consistent  with 
educational  economy. 

Conclusion 

With  sincere  appreciation  of  the  cooperation  I  have 
received  from  the  school  board,  teachers,  pupils  and  other 
citizens  I  respectfully  submit  this  report.
